THE TEST WECLs. 

Work has been going on for the past 
two weeks on the test well, which is be- 
ing sunk for trying to get a supply for the 
proposed water-works for the city. The 
well is located om the farm of Mrs. Dun- 
das, and is about two miles in a_ south- 
western direction from the present city 
hall. The place chosen, for this the first 
test-well, by the city fathers, is well 
adapted for the purpose, being on one of 
the highest points of land near the city, 
the present
